the new Land Titles Act of Albeite. 
This is one of tbe most important acts 
passed at the first session of the Al- 
herta l.gislature, superceeding 
asit does the Dominion Land Titles 
Act of 194, which has been in force 
here since that year but which has 
now been repealed by an order-in- 
ouncil of the governor-general, 

Tne provincial government will honce 
forth be ia charge of the land regist- 
rition offives in the provinces and 
8 eps will immediately be taken look- 
ing towards the more expeditions 
handling of the business of the offices. 
The new act makes not a few changes 
of considerable importance in the 


present law relating to the holding 
and tran:fer of land. The system 


heretofre adopted by large corpor- 
ations of holding a large block of land 
under one certificate of title will cease 


| for under the new act no one certifi- 
cate of title may include or refer ?to 
more than six hundred and forty 
acres, No free certificates of title will 
hereafter be issued to rai'way corpor 
ations ard other conce:sionaries of 
land grants as was done une: the 
old system, this privilege being |! y the 
new act restricted to homesteads and 
holders of half-breed or military 
bounty scrip. Where land ds sold sub- 
ject to a mortgage the buyer must 
premise not only to his seller, but also 
the mortgagee, that he will pay the 
mortgage, and in every case where a 
land is mortgaged the certificate of 
Lille will hereafter be retained in the 
registry office until the mortgage is 
paid off. Writs of execution only 
bind land for two years, and a provis- 
ion has been inserted cleaning off all 
old writs of execution which are de- 
clared to be and to have been effect- 
ual only during the period of the years 
from their date.
